The Patritian Gallery from 
Chicago will hold their second 
Dubuque auction on May 7 in the 
Alumni Lecture Hall.

Ternent reviews questions 


To the Editor: 


The recent letter to you from a 
number of my colleagues about 
the availability of ROTC to 
Clarke students merits additional 
discussion. While personal in- 
stincts and actions support an 
anti-war, anti-military, pro- 
peace, pro-nonviolence, pro- 
human orientation, I find myself 
somewhat at odds with the 
conclusion they reach. 

Let’s review the questions 
raised. 

Should a free society allow the 
military sphere to extend into the 
civilian sphere? My colleagues 
suggest that the twain should 
never meet, They seem to 
suggest that direct exposure and 
any level of involvement por-_ 
tends the demise of social 
morality. Apparently there is 
some defect in our individual and 
social characters which is par- 
ticularly susceptible to exposure 
to conflicting values and ideas. 

Frankly, I am most concerned 
about creating insulative 
barriers which protect the 
unrestrained military mentality 
from daily monitoring by the 
larger society. A free society, it 
: seems to me, would remain free 
i -tne longest when it constantly 
' : restrains and inspects that 
| portion of it which could lead to 

its undoing. The military sphere 

is an extension of the civilian 
sphere in a free society; we may 
like to deny complicity for its 
existence but it is a reflection of 
1 that within all of us and in all our 
Me institutions which seeks power 
at and control over others. 
I can join in the idea that we 
should free society from its 
} ‘military sphere” but find little 

j hope of achieving that through 
{ isolation from it. 

Should a Catholic institution, 

particularly in light of the 
Church’s current statements on 
war and peace, involve itself in a 
military program such as ROTC? 

I would argue that no institution 
of higher learning (including the 
society’s military academies) 
should be focused on per- 
petuating and refining the self 
destructive possibilities which we 
have demonstrated as a species 
are well within our potential. I 
would hope that we are all 
working for a future and not for 
annihilation. Interestingly, 
many spiritually-oriented in- 
stitutions recognize the 
desirability of aspiring for 
universal valuing of nonviolence 
while recognizing that it may be 
necessary to revert to the op- 
posite while awaiting the 
discovery of the intrinsic values 
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the weekend. We spent the 
weekend eating junk food, 
reviewing the names of my 
friends, and burning up an 
endless supply of energy.’ 

I bought $12 worth of junk food 
and pop for me, my roommate, 
my sisters, and my roommate’s 
brother. My sisters brought an 
equal amount of goodies with 
them. Saturday night after eating 
a box of Twinkies, two pounds of 
M&Ms and a bag of Doritos, 


of nonviolence by all persons, 
nations, institutions. In that 
sense, ROTC can be interpreted 
as moral preparedness. If there 
can be a just war, preparedness 
is certainly justified. 

Is ROTC consistent with the 
publically stated mission and 
goals of Clarke College? My 
colleagues based their deter- 
mination that it is not consistent 
on a rather narrow definition of 
what ROTC ‘‘is.’” 
definition focuses on ‘committed 
to violence or its threatened use.”’ 
However, as I recall my in- 
struction in ROTC and my sub- 
sequent oath in accepting a 
commission, the focus was not on 
violence but on the protection of 
certain values which are outlined 
very nicely in the Constitution of 
the United States. Yes, we 
learned that violence is a 
possibility in this world, this 
existence; we did not learn to 
value it or prize it or seek it. 

If developing a sense of social 
responsibility is a part of our 
mission there is room for ROTC 
at Clarke College. If providing a 
community which values 
divergent viewpoints is a part of 
our mission there is room for 
ROTC. If serving the needs of the 
civic community is a part of our 
mission there is room for ROTC. 

I suspect we may all yearn for 
peace. We live in a world of 
national, institutional and per- 
sonal violence...both physical 
and psychological. In dealing 
with the potential of physical 
violence I feel much more 
comfortable with a ‘military 
sphere” populated by leaders 
who see the military as a method 
of acting with social concern and 
responsibility. I think we get 
more such officers through 
“civilian sphere’’? ROTC 
programs than we do through 
institutional programs 
specifically oriented to the 
military mentality.
